Election returns were canvassed by 
the board of city trustees at a special 
meeting Monday evening and the new¬ 
ly elected officers were sworn In. The 
figures shown on the face of the re¬ 
turns were followed. There being no 
demand for a recount the sealed en¬ 
velope containing the ballot* was not 
opened, so thut it would be necessary 
to take a contest before the superior 
court. Mr. Gray, the retiring trustee, 
made the motion declaring Messrs. 
Beard, Stelnberger and Tarr elected as 
trustees and they were duly sworn in. 

Mr. Beard took his seat at the coun¬ 
cil table and Mr. Gray joined the spec¬ 
tators on the sidewalk outside the door 
where he received congratulations on 
getting out of a thankless job. The 
holdover members are Trustees Jones 
and Pegler. The new board proceeded 
at once to organize by ree’ eting Mr. 
Jones chairman, after which the board 
adjourned. 

Contest Is Filed 

Results of the election are chal¬ 
lenged in a suit filed in the superior 
" court yesterday by MacGowan and 
Haas, representing Louis Dietz who 
received one vote less than did N. W. 
Tarr on the showing of the election 
board. Illegal counting of ballots Is 
alleged in the complaint, and a recount 
Is demanded. 

Forty ballots were thrown out by the 
election bourd because of what they 
considered illegal marking. Nobody 
knows what the result would be if all 
of the forty were counted as no record 
was kept of their marking. Some who 
watched the count are also of the opin¬ 
ion that some ballots were counted 
which should have been thrown out. 
So the result of the proposed recount 
which is welcomed by ail concerned is 
a matter of doubt. 

After a Goat? 

There are indications that some one , 
Intends to use the election contest as 
the starting point of a quest for some¬ 
one's goat. This morning's Times re- 
ports the tiling of the suit for a contest 
and continues as follows: 

All sorts of reports have been in 
circulation regarding the outcome of 
this election and much bitterness has 
been aroused. It is asserted thut C. | 
W. Jones, who is connected with the i 
Sierra Madre Hardware Company, ! 
has been supplying the city with ma- ' 
terlals. Jones admits that many j 
small articles, such as shot'els, lan¬ 
terns, picks, etc., have been pur¬ 
chased by the city, but says none of j 
the items covered over $50. Many of ! 
these implements were secured In a 
hurry during the recent storms. The 
district attorney's office, which has 
been investigating the complaints, 
finds no basis for a criminal action. 
They huve advised the discontinuance 
of this practice, however, as long as 
Mayor Jones holds office. 

Jones has been mayor for the past 
seven years and hus done valiant work 
for the city. In a spirit of over¬ 
zealousness he admits that he handled 
several of the ballots. It Is said that 
upon one occasion he Instructed the 
election board how to rule. He is 
anxious that a recount lie had and the 
election straightened out. 

At the meeting of the board Mon¬ 
day night Jones was reappointed 
chairman. 

Another bone of contention has been 
the office of treasurer. This is held 
by Max Wolfe, who is confined to his 
home most of the time. Many ad¬ 
herents of Dietz state this to be un¬ 
fair. The board of trustees passed 
an ordinance regulating the treas¬ 
urer's hours and forced a previous 
treasurer to comply with the rule. 
Taxpayers say they are obliged to 
go to Wolfe's house to secure informa¬ 
tion from his books and that the 
health of the community requires 
these books to be kept away from res¬ 
idences where any sickness exists. 

Facts of the Case 

There has been considerable gossip 
about the purchase of city goods from 
the Sierra Madre Hardware Company 
but anyone who took the trouble to 
inquire could have found out the facts 
long ago. The street superintendent 
has always had the power to purchase 
minor supplies for street work such as 
shovels, picks, lanterns and raincoats 
In stormy weather, from local mer¬ 
chants. In such cases he made the 
purchases in his own name. Each 
month he put In his expense account to 
the board of trustees and received a 
city warrant covering the amounts duo. 
He then paid his bills to the merchants 
out of his own pocket. Every city at¬ 
torney the city hns had has ruled that 
the practice was legal, the same situ¬ 
ation having existed when J. J. Gra¬ 
ham was a member of the board and a 
member of the firm of Clark St Graham. 
Before Mr. Jones purchased an interest 
In the hardware company the matter 
was put up to the board of trustees 
and to the city attorney so that there 
could be no misunderstanding and 
there has never been any allegation 
thut the city has been overcharged or 
suffered in any way. 

Fight on Treasurer 

Passing over the matter of attack¬ 
ing an elective officer just after he has 
been returned to office by the highest 
VOU received by any candidate, It la 


only fair to give the facts regarding 
Treasurer Wolff. The ordinance re¬ 
quiring a previous treasurer to keep 
certain office hours was made neces¬ 
sary by the fact that he would not 
delegate any of his duties to a deputy 
or assistant who could be found con¬ 
veniently and would not even permit 
the cashing of the city warrants at the 
bank. He made it absolutely neces¬ 
sary for every person having business 
with the city treasurer's office to 
transact it with the treasurer In per¬ 
son. Mr. Wolff has been conducting 
his office on a different basis. He has 
so s.vstematied his work that it is 
not necessary for him to spend all his 
time in tils office to get the work done. 
He has arranged matters so that any 
person having money to collect from 
the city can get it at the bank just as 
soon as the warrant is received from 
tlie city clerk. Instead of quarterly 
reports to the city trustees Mr. Wolff 
sends monthly to the trustees and to 
the library board reports which are 
models in their concise and intelligible 
statement of the condition of the city's 
nances. He sets forth the amounts 
spent during the previous month, the 
amounts on hand in each fund and the 
amount of income which may reason¬ 
ably tie expected during the month 
from various sources. He has abso¬ 
lutely set a new standard of efficiency 
in the conduct of the city's business 
affairs. Moreover, he has been the 
means of increasing the city's income. 
The city receives 2 per cent interest 
on its cash in bank. Where there has 
been money on hand in sufficient 
amounts which was set aside for par¬ 
ticular purposes and would not lie 
needed for some time Mr. Wolff has 
Invested the funds in bonds which 
would mature in time to return the 
money to the city when needed and in¬ 
crease the city's interest return in the 
meantime. 

If the ordinance requiring the treas¬ 
urer to observe certain office hours is 
still on tlie books one of two things 
should obviously be done. The treas¬ 
urer should be required to observe it 
or the ordinance should be repealed. 
In view of Mr. Wolff's method of con¬ 
ducting his office what is the fair 
thing to do? 


WELCOME LATE RAIN 

After the early period «>f very warm 
weather the rain of Tuesday and the 
tool ness was welcomed by nearly every 
one. Vegetation took on a refreshed 
appearance and the summer will not 
seem quite so long. There were fur¬ 
ther showers on Wednesday, followed 
by a remarkable clarity of the atmo¬ 
sphere which was the cause of univers¬ 
al comment.

BURGLAR SUSPECT FREED 

James Ford, alias Tom Collins, was 
acquitted of the c harge of burglary by 
a Jury in tlie superior court Wednes¬ 
day when- he was trlmi on a charge of 
robbing the Blinn Lumber Company's 
Sierra Madre office on February 3. Tlie 
prosecution was handled by tlie district 
attorney s office and tlie evidence was 
largely circumstantial. Judge Willis 
presided and evidently expected a differ¬ 
ent verdict for upon the reading of the 
Jury's verdict lie turned to the Jury box 
and said. "Well, I don't know what 
ev idence you need to convict a man of 
burglary." Ford has been in the coun¬ 
ty Jail ever since lie was arrested by 
Watchman Cox.

Conductor Refuses to Be a Par¬ 
ty to Rotten Car Service 
On Sunday 

With no other meal ticket in sight. 
Jack Richey threw up a perfectly 
good job as a Pacific Electric conduc¬ 
tor Sunday night rather than be a 
party to the abominable inadequate 
car service which a pit. headed train 
dispatcher was supplying on the Sier¬ 
ra Madre line. Richey had alw: ys sup¬ 
posed he was hired as a passenger 
conductor and refused to work on or¬ 
ders which made it necessaiy to treat 
his passengers ii 1 e a lor of live stock. 
Hundreds of people would like to 
shake hands with him and express 
their appreciation of his stand. 

Travel to the mountains had been 
unusually heavy on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day as is always the case on warm 
days. Before leaving Los Angeles on 
the six o'clock trip Richey told the 
despatcher he would need extra cars 
to haul the crowds back from Sierra 
Madre to the city on the later trips. 
Lee Pulliam, formerly a conductor on 
the Sierra Madre line, was on tem- 
I>orary duty as despatcher. In spite 
of knowledge gained from his own’ex- 
perierice with Sunday evening travel 
on this line, lie would send out only 
two cars for that trip. 

Put on Extra 

Arriving at Sierra Madre at seven 
o'clock the train crew found a waiting 
throng. There was an extra car stand¬ 
ing idle on the siding and a train¬ 
master who was present gave Richey 
permission to attach it to the train, 
making three cars which were more 
than filled for the return trip. 

Foreseeing that many of the moun¬ 
tain hikers would not come down till 
time for the late cars. Richey asked 
the despatcher for extra cars for the 
later trips hut was refused. Instead the 
despatcher sent out a single car as a 
relay to meet the delayed three-car 
train. So Richey arrived at the end 
of the line at nine o'clock with tht 
single car to haul the waiting crowds. 
By the time the trolley could tie re¬ 
versed the crowd had climbed aboard 
till the car was filled, with lorty stand¬ 
ing, and many who could not get 
aboard. Richey knew that dozens of 
people also were waiting along Cen¬ 
tral avenue He called up tlie des¬ 
patcher and reported the condition. 

"Bring tlie ear in," said the dis¬ 
patcher. 

"I’ll not do it till you send out more 
cars to haul the crowd," replied 
Richey. "I know I'm through, hut I'll 
not haul passengers tnat way. It is 
not safe nor is it fair. What shall I 
tell the crowd for you’" 

Crowd Stands Pat 

Seeing no other way out the de¬ 
spatcher said he would send out more 
cars at once. Upon being informed of 
this fact the crowd gave immediate 
approval, in spite of the fact that it 
meant an hour's delay. Many volun¬ 
teered to give Richey their natner in 
case they were wanted as witnesses 
The two e xtra cars arrived about 10:30 
and the three car train was quickly 
filled When the Baldwin Avenue sta¬ 
tion was readied there were people 
standing in every ear. 

The crowded conditions on Sunday 
evening were typical of what Sierra 
Madre has been subjected to for years. 
The sending out of a single oar for the 
nine o'clock trip was the last straw, 
especially when ample warning had 
been given of the need for extra cars. 

While it was unfortunate for Jack 
that he had to he made the "goat" he has 
a clear conscience and the approval of 
all patrons of the line who know the 
circumstances. Patrons of the Sierra 
Madre line will regret to lose him as 
a conductor if the company refuses to 
reinstate him, for he lias many friends 
in this city and always won friends 
among strangers as well by his conrt- 


Hearing of Sierra Madre's petition 
before the state railroad commission 
for lietter car service on the Pacific 
Electric railway will take place before 
Commissioner Edgerton on Monday, 
May' 4. Announcement to this effect 
was made by President Moote at Mon¬ 
day evening's meeting of the Board of 
Trade which fathered the petition. The 
session will take place in the Bullard 
Block. Los Angeles. 

Soon after the petition was placed 
on file the commission sent a repre¬ 
sentative to Sierra Madre who spent a 
week or more riding on the line and 
checking the traffic, both as to number 
of passengers and the movement of 
cars. Since that time there has been 
marked Improvement in the regularity 
of the service, relays being sent out to 
meet delayed cars and a different 
method of handling the cars which 
have had to pass at El Gamino or this 
side. Thus some good has already re¬ 
sulted from the filing of the complaint. 

Enter General Denial 

President Moote read to the board 
excerpts from tht reply of the Pacific 
Electric attorneys to the complaint 
Speclfi • and general denials are made 
of all the allegations of the complaint, 
winding up with a denial that the com¬ 
mission has any business taking a hand 
in the matters involved and with the 
claim that granting of the things 
sought for would constitute a violation 
of the constitution of the United 
States, etc., etc., etc. 

In the face of all the ponderous talk 
of the railway lawyers the Board of 
Trade members proceeded to talk over 
plans fur presenting a formidable case 
| before the railway commission. Messrs. 
Moote, Gamp and Montgomery of the 
transportation committee have their 
case wtll in hand, and arrangements 
were made for securing some perti- 
j nent evidence between now and the 
date of the hearing 

Station is Promised 

As has been already announced in 
I the News, tlie railway company has 
already promised to erect a station at 
the end of the car line which will 
serve as a shelter in time of storm 
and will also have sanitary conven¬ 
iences which are the most imperative 
need of the situation at the end of the 
line. The station building will be of 
the "class B" type, somewhat similar 
to the Baldwin avenue station before 
the advent of the ticket and express 
office. It is the type which has been 
used wherever the community lias not 
contributed to the building expense. 
I’nder the agreement with the city 
trustees, however, the sanitary eon- 

eous and efficient service. While re- I 
fusal to move the train was technical- < 
ly an act of insubordination it was not 
only justifiable but essentially the 
thing tc do. To have moved the car j 
would not have been safe nor fair to j 
the passengers who had paid for seats ] 
but would not have had decently com- j 
fortable standing room.

veniences will be kept in order at the 
citys expense. 

A. 3. Mead reported for the com¬ 
mittee on bringing Central avenue 
sidewalks to grade. He said the own¬ 
ers of the property near Lima street 
had been interviewed and that all had 
expressed a willingness to dedicate the 
necessary strip to the city’s use. Mr. 
Norris said he would do so as soon as 
he could make arrangements to lower 
his store building to the sidewalk 
grade. Mr. Clark agreed to do so up¬ 
on payment of the cost of removing 
the old hardware store building from 
the lot, estimated at about $500. Mr. 
Andrews imposed the condition that 
all sidewalks on Central avenue be 
brought to the official grade. 

This leaves the McKinley property 
at Sunny-side and Central, the Adams 
building at Central and Baldwin and 
some frontage east of Mountain Trail 
avenue to be provided for. All is city 
property except that along the Love 
orchard, which Mr. Love has agreed to 
dedicate for the purpose The only 
thing necessary will he to have the 
walks cut or filled and brought to 
grade. Upon motion of J. C. Dickson 
it was voted that the city trustees be 
requested to proceed to secure the 
necessary ground and bring the side¬ 
walks to grade by- whatever method 
seems best to them. 

Approve New Ordinance 

W. J. Lawless brought up the sub¬ 
ject of the proposed ordinance restrict¬ 
ing the location of sanitariums in 
Sierra Madre. He favored the ordi¬ 
nance requiring thern to be at least 
6.000 feet from the intersection of 
Baldwin and Central avenues and 
after some discussion the proposed 
ordinance was given a vote cf ap¬ 
proval. 

Membership applications of H. H. 
Swisher, Edward Pelletier, H. E. C. 
Webb and M. C. Doueet were read and 
accepted. The resignation of T. E. 
Yerxa as a member of the Board of 
Directors was accepted, the vacancy 
to lie filled by the board. 

Signs of Life 

J. N. Hawks asked what had become 
of the committee on building restric¬ 
tions. He said one member of the 
committee had recently moved a shack 
or tent house and set it up near the 
business section of town. It was re¬ 
ported that the chairman had been un¬ 
able to get the committee together be¬ 
cause of pressure of other affairs. C. 
C. Montgomery said he would move 
the appointment of an entirely new 
committee on condition that the presi¬ 
dent would not appoint him on it. 
Whereupon J. H Wright moved that 
the 1 old committee be left standing and 
that Mr. Montgomery be substituted 
as its chairman with instructions to 
get busy. The motion was adopted and 
the board adjourned.

Deflecting Apparatus Sends Incoming 
Air to Top of Room. 

Au apparatus fur changing the direc¬ 
tion of u current of air with the mini¬ 
mum loss in the velocity of the same 
has been recently designed and pat-' 
ented. 

in this deflector a series of curved 
vanes are placed at equal distances 
from each other, presenting their 
edges to the current and dividing the 
same into independent strata. Each 
independent portion impinges against 
a vane and after being slightly de¬ 
flected proceeds to the end of the pro¬ 
tected passage without further loss of 
energy due to any impingement of 
the balance of the current. The en¬ 
ergy actually lost, neglecting skin fric¬ 
tion, is due to the impingement of the 
strata against the lower portions of 
the vanes. 

An application of the above principle 
is made for windows. With this de¬ 
vice the wind Is deflected to a vertical 
current inside of the room with a loss 
of only 13.8 per cent of its velocity.

sufficient to deflect a horizontal cur¬ 
rent entering the window over the de¬ 
flector. the amount of such deflection 
and the resulting direction being de¬ 
pendent on the relative strength of the 
two currents. It is therefore possible 
to have the lower sash raised above 
the deflector and still have the incom¬ 
ing air traveling to the upper portion 
of the room without disturbing pupers 
on desks or tables. This feature, 
unique for this deflector, is very im¬ 
portant during the summer months. 
During winter the sasb can be adjust¬ 
ed to admit only the amount of air 
desired, and us this air will travel 
vertically at 87.7 per cent of the ve¬ 
locity of the outside wind it will mix 
with the heated nir at the top of the 
room instead of producing cold cur¬ 
rents at the lower levels.

Rare Mineral From Which Radium le 
Mainly Derived. 

Carnotite, the principal source of ra¬ 
dio-active substances, is an ore of vana¬ 
dium and uranium, named for a presi¬ 
dent of France. Its principal occur¬ 
rence in the United States is in Colo¬ 
rado, where much ore is mined and 
willed. Some carnotite occurs nlso in 
Utah. 

Carnotite is probnbly au alteration 
product of pitchblende and Is the min¬ 
eral whence the major portion of our 
radium supply Is derived, says n writer 
iu the Engineering and Mining Jour¬ 
nal. it was discovered by Charles I’ou- 
lot, late iu 1887 or early in 1888. tu the 
Roc creek tor possibly Iai Sal creek! 
district of western Montrose county, 
Colo. In the beginning small lots were 
shipped to a little wooden sited near 
the east end of Champa street. Denver, 
where the ore was treated by Poulot 
and K Cumenge, both chemists, who 
were associated with M. Voilleque in 
the rare metal business in Denver. 

Poulot traveled extensively through 
Colorado and acquired a pitchblende 
deposit In Gilpin county, which he sold 
to the itouiau Catholic Bishop Mach- 
boeuf of Denver. The latter died In 
185H) and bequeathed it to his successor.

The Case of Whitaker— 

Monrovia is in the throes of excite¬ 
ment which overshadows war talk and 
all else. Editor C. N. Whitaker is at 
the point of death with a fractured 
skull and other injuries, while a dozen 
boys and men, some of them from the 
best families in town, are in the sher¬ 
iff's hands charged with inflicting his 
wounds. It is a delicate task to Judge 
a man who may he dead by the time 
this appears in print. Whitaker 
claimed truth-telling as his hobby. But 
even telling the truth may lose its 
virtue by the offensive form of Us 
statement. Considering the frailties 
of human nature it cannot be denied 
that violence was provoked. But a 
jury which might excuse violence on 
the part of an individual under provo¬ 
cation cannot overlook the fact that 
a dozen to one constitutes a mob. Mob 
law cannot be countenanced even when 
applied to editors. Justice should be 
meted out swiftly to the offenders and 
if it is found that older heads were 
involved in the outrage they should be 
compelled to assume much of the bur¬ 
den which must otherwise fall upon 
immature youths.
